President Lincoln named him
for a Brigudler-General, but It was not
considered wise for him to leave the
country and take the young men with
him, exposing the Unlon people to the
depredations of the Secessionists. He
ralsed a regiment for home guard duty,
which became the Sth M. 8 M. Cav.,
and after the fight at Moore's Mills he
was commissioned & Brigadier-General
for gallantry. He did splendid service
In North Missourl In suppressing and
exterminating the guerrilla gangs which
were infesting the country. He showed
the greatest daring as well as enterprise
and judgment in this work. After the
wiur he returned to his profession, and
became noted as a eivil and eriminal
lawyer. No man in the country had
better success than he. He married
after the war Kate Leonard, daughter
of a Judge of the Supreme Court of
Missouri, and seven children were born
to them,
